Wells Sees War S End In June 


NOVELIST T PREDICTS GERMAN N LINE IN 
WEST WILL BREAK BY NOVEMBER 


Believes Peace Offers Will Be Made by Berlin Before Front Crum- 
bles, but Allies Will Insist on Own Terms, Namely, Restora- 
tion and Indemnity for Belgium, Constantinople for Russia, Al- 
sace and Lorraine for France, and the Dismemberment of Aus- 
tria in the Interests of Italy and Others.

LONDON, Sept. 16.—In my recent journey along the frout from the Adriatic to Arras I found 
no question more abundantly discussed than the question when the war will end. 

My friend, Capt. Loyson of the French army, makes me declare that I pledged my reputa- 
tion as a prophet that the war would end next June. 
Loyson's festfvities, was that the Germans will make a public official bid for peace before the 
year is out, probably in November, and that the allies will get the peace they want by June. 

Since then an interviewer induced Gen. Brusiloff to say that we shall get our peace in 
August, which exactly fits Lord Kitchener’s opinion of a three-years’ war. 
has an authority behind it almost as good as Gen. Brusiloff. 

Now what are the main factors in this calculation? 
Balkan fronts the central Powers are being beaten. 
One cannot go near the fronts and doubt it. 


broad fact remains. 


On the Somme I have seen it with my own 
eyes. The Germans there are entirely beaten 
in the dir. They have lost the advantage of 
ground along the whole 
front of the Somme 
cffensve. They haze 
been shoved out of 
lines they prepared and 
strengthened for more 
than a year and a half 
and are back amidst in- 
ferior defenses They 
are often now in hasti- 
ly made earth trenches. 

Their officers as well 
as the men, are dis- 
pirited and surrender 
réadily. Their artillery 
is now overmastered, 
and while the allies 
have their aeroplanes 
as eyes the German 
guns are blind. Also, 
they are  out-muni- 
tioned. 

This, mind you is up- 
on a front of their 
maximum strength and 
effort. What is hap- 
pening upon the other 
frents the maps and 
the tales of prisoners 
tell. The calculation 
of the end of the war 
is really on a calcula- 
ton of how long it will 
take before the Ger- 
mans will accept the 
minimum terms the 
allies will concede. The calculation of when 


they will propose peace, however, is a more diff 


cult one. 
Germans Hoping 1 Some 


Accident to Save Them 
HE Germans are fighting for the terms they 
T have been after ever since the battle of 
the Marne. They are fighting and hope 
something will happen—some peace movement 
in the United States, some trouble between the 
allies and neutrals, some dissensions among the 
allies—that will save them from the minimum 
terms upon which the allies insist. 
Whether this is likely to be, here at any rate 
are some items that seem imperative to me. I 
take it that the allies will insist on: 
restoration, 
and a rectified frontier. 
For Franoe, Alsace-Lorraine and free 
navigation of the Rhine. 
For Russia, Constantinople and Ar- 


menia. 
A dismemberment of Austria in the in- 


terests of Italy, Rumania, Poland and 


Jugoslava and the cession of Germany’s 
lost colonies. ‘ 
I do not think the allied Powers are disposed 


to concede easier terms than that. Nor is that 
all that will satisfy them. 

My list omits various points of great interest 
and importance. It says nothing about the se- 
curity of Britain at sea, compensation for sunken 
shipping, Poland, Bohemia nor Bulgaria, but 
these issues need not detain us in a calculation 
so sketchy as the one we are making. 

These are, so to. speak, collateral questions. 
They will be settled in a parallel manner at 
about the same pace as the others. And none of 
these points will be settled to the satisfaction 
of the allies until certain military ends have 
been achieved. Until these ends are achieved 
Germany will cling to the hope of some showy, 
temporary success or some accident that will 
bring about normal intervention to save her from 
the full measure of the consequences she chal- 
lenged in August, 1914.

S offer to Italy—Istria and Dalmatia, for 
example—complicated by conditions cal- 
culated to produce trouble between the Italian 
and the Slav. She will also make a proposal 
about Poland, planned to make friction between 
America and western liberal idea on the one 
hand and Russia on the other. 

This is her obvious course, but I am convinced 
that all the allies know their Germany too well 
for these schemes to succeed, and the theory that 
America can be fooled by sham reasonableness 
is unsound.

Nepotism in Missouri 


Washington Times: Zaimis, Greek Premier by 
virtue of King Constantine’s subversion of the 
Constitution following the elections in the king- 
dom, has at last resigned. It was announced a 
few days ago that he would remain, would have 
the support of Venizelos and would hold the 
country on the side of the allies, even if it should 
participate in the war. But evidently he had so 
far lost the confidence of the real Greek people 
that it was found impossible for him to dominate 
the situation. 

Whatever may happen in the reconstruction of 
the Government, Venizelos will be the controlling 
figure; and Venizelos has been for a firm adher- 
ence to the allied cause. The allies are demon- 
strating a power and readiness in the Balkan area 
that, despite the initial reverse of the Rumanians, 
leaves little doubt of the final outcome in that ter- 
ritory, though it may require a long campaign, 
probably one of terrific bitterness, to cut the Ori- 
ent railway and crush Bulgaria and Turkey. 

Incidentally, Rumania has been the victim of 
her own rapacity in 1912, when she seized a slice 
of Bulgaria south of the Danube. The Danube 
was at that section the natural boundary, a guar- 
antee against temptations to reckless raids for 
territorial gains. Rumania had no business want- 
ing that area; there was no racial reason for de- 
manding it, for it is inhabited mainly by Turks. 
When the time came to defend it, Rumania was 
unable to do so and suffered her first serious 
losses in the war. 

In the remaking of the Balkan map,,such il- 
logical distributions of population and area must 
be avoided, or this war will be followed by an- 
other, just as certainly as the present horror fol- 
lowed from the indecent regard of common sense 
and human sensibilities when the treaty of Berlin 
carved up the Balkan area. 
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Louisville Evening Post: Commenting upon 
the progress of the State campaign in Missouri, 
where State officers are to be elected this Novem- 
ber, the St. Louis Globe-Democrat commends the 
makers of the Democratic State platform for their 
chivalry “in refusing to strike a blow at the fam- 
ily relation, or say anything tending to break up 
the happy family circles now clustering around the 
State Treasury.” 

The Republican platform makers, it appears, 
were less generous. At the Republican conven- 
tion it was pointed out that the “nine happy fam- 
ily groups” are drawing a total compensation of 
something like $60,000 a year, due to the action of 
Democratic State officers in putting their wives, 
sisters, sons-in-law, daughters and daughters-in- 
law on the State payroll. 

“In the bright galaxy of the State Auditor’s of- 
fice,” reads the Republican platform, the name of 
Gordon shines five times.” It appears that Mr. 
John P. Gordon is the State Auditor and that four 
members of his immediate family, in addition to 
himself, are on the payroll. The Republicans in a 
fine frenzy denounce this “nepotism” and pledge 
their candidates, if successful, not to practice it. 

The custom is, so far as the Evening Post can 
learn, in general practice in all of our State Gov- 
ernments, and it is, in part at least, due to the 
odious direct primary. We do not know what the 
State Auditor of Missouri gets in the way of a 
salary (the Kentucky Auditor only gets $3600), 
but it is a safe guess that it is not in excess of 
$5000. That is a fair salary if there are no de- 
ductions, but, when a man has to make a pri- 
mary canvass in 120 counties and then contributes 
later to the regular campaign fund, a large hole 
is knocked in the salary total. 

As a matter of fact, State officers such as the 
Auditor should not be nominated at a primary or 
elected at a general election. They should be ap- 
pointed by the Governor.

It was 
a very agreeable speech, such as the President has 
a gift for making when he is not interrupted by 
questions that he would rather not answer. The 
members of the convention were cautioned by 
Mrs. Catt that they would be disciplined if they 
made the slightest attempt to embarrass the Pres- 
ident, so there was no heckling, but when the 
President said that the equal suffrage cause 
“can afford a little time to wait,” the honorary 
president, Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, could not 
forbear from answering: “We have waited long 
enough to get the vote. We want it now. I 
want it to come during your administration.”

ANALYSIS OF THE VOTE. 
Kansas City Star: The obvious fact disclosed 
by the vote in Maine is that the Republicans and 


mately 80,000 votes against approximately 67,000 
for his Democratic opponent. Although the total 
vote is larger than usual, the parties disclose 
about the usual relative strength, based on years 
when there was no split in either. 

In 1912 the Progressives were the big end of the 
Republican split in Maine. They polled 48,493 
votes for Roosevelt to the Republican vote of 
26,545 for Taft, a total of 75,000 for the two par- 
ties. Wilson carried the State with a minority 
vote of 51,118. Some 16,000 Democrats did not 
vote for Wilson in that year, for the Democratic 
candidate for Governor polled the normal Demo- 
cratic strength of 67,000. In 1908 scarcely more 
than half the Democratic strength was registered 
in the presidential vote, only 35,000 voting for 
Bryan, while 66,000 voted on Governor, against 
74,000 for the Republican candidate. Taking nor- 
mal years and normal conditions, the Democratic 
vote in Maine is in the neighborhood of 65,000 
and the Republican vote is in the neighborhood 
of 75,000. 

It is plain, then that the Republican vote of 
yesterday represents the solid strength of a healed 
party. That of the Democrats shows that none of 
at home and also that none of 
the 48,000 Progressives of 1912 came over to 
them. 

So far as the outcome is significant in its bear- 
ing on the national election, the advantage is with 
the Republicans. It indicates a return to nor- 
mal conditions, which, if general—an important 
‘s¢"-favors the G. O. P., since for 20 years there 
have been more Republican than Democratic votes 
in the country. 


NOT A GREAT VICTORY. 

Louisville Courier-Journal (Dem.): Maine, 
normally a Republican State, returns to the fold 
after an unprecedentedly desperate campaign by 
the Republicans to claim their own. 

The result, of course, will be hailed with jubila- 
tion throughout the country by the partisans of 
Mr. Hughes as a forerunner of a national victory 
in November. But, jubilate in public as they 
may, they will find little comfort in the analysis 
of the figures. 

These show that in a State in which, owing to 
its industries, the Republican appeal is exception- 
ally strong, only two-thirds of the Progressive 
vote has gore back to the Republicans. No 
greater percentage of Progressives voting for 
Hughes in November will insure the election of 
Wilson. 

Those who would jubilate should turn their 
backs on these figures until after their jubilation. 
For the figures are such as cannot lie. 


NONVOTING PROGRESSIVES. 

Louisville Times (Dem.): Maine has not been 
politically normal for several years. In com- 
mon parlance, Maine has been “acting queer.” 
Internal dissensions and party strife have kept 
the political situation so confused that even the 
most sagacious politicians admitted on the eve 
of the election that “anything might happen.” 

What happened yesterday will be avidly seized 
upon by the Republican campaign orators as an 
augury of what will happen in November. 

Yet, before the counting of chickens begins, it 
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would be well for these over-stimulated spell- 
binders to take a closer look into cause and éffect. 
There is a deeper significance to the Maine elec- 
tion than the Republicans, in their ecstasy, have 
discovered. When they get their eyes wide open 
they will see that the Republican-Progréssive 
alliance controlled only 67 per cent of the Pro- 
gressive vote of 1914. 

Taking this for a basis of computation, we find 
that if 33 per cent of the Progressive vote will go 
to Wilson it will give him a majority of 1,667,000. 


WARNING FOR DEMOCRATS, ~* 

Chicago Journal (Dem.): It is a maxim of po-. 
litical prophets that a Republican majority ot 
20,000 or more in Maine presages a G. O. P. vie- 
tory in the nation, while a majority of less than 
15,000 is a pretty sure precursor of a Democratic 
national triumph. On this basis, Democrats. need 
not complain, since their candidate for Governor 
in Maine lost by considerably less than the critical 
number. 

The showing is still better when one considers 
the vote for United States Senator—the first vote 
of the sort ever cast in Maine. Charles F. John- 
son, the Democratic candidate, was a member. of 
the Finance Committee that approved the. Un- 
derwood tariff. Every “protection” gun was 
trained against him, and a particular effort was 
made to rouse the enmity of the potato growers, 
since the present tariff puts potatoes on the free 
list. His opponent, Hale, had the prestige of 
a famous name, a splendid organization and un- 
limited financial backing. Pies 

Yet Johnson lost by less than 10,000 votes; a 
sure indication that the “potato question“ was 
not so important as it seemed, and that the Re- 
publican State ticket owed many of its votes to 
local issues, particularly to the everlasting 
wrangle about “strict” or “liberal” enforcement 
of the prohibition law. : 

Nevertheless, the Democrats would do well to 
take the Maine election as a warning and bestir 
themselves. They have a presidential candidate 
who commands the confidence of the entire coun- 
try and a record of achievements unrivaled since 
the Civil War; but as yet, little has been done to 
dramatize those achievements.

However, the management of the pa- 
rade is doing its best to inform those 
unacquainted with the plays, and to re- 
fresh the memory of those who may 
have seen or read them. It has giver 
out an outline explaining each of the 
floats, with the names of the charac- 
ters appearing in each, and their rela- 
tion to the plot. 

Prophet Comes First. 

The first float. as is customary, !s 
that of the Veiled Prophet himself, with 
the figure of Poetry above his head, 
and attended by two high priests. The 
second, or theme float, carries the title 
of the remaining floats, “The Plays of 
Shakspeare, with the figures of Shaks- 
peare, Falstaff, Hamlet, King John, 
Richard, Othello, King Lear, Shylock 
and Lady Macbeth. 

The third float is the scene of Pro- 
teus’ repentance, from “Two Gentle- 
men of Verona.” Valentine and Pro- 
teug are the two gentlemen, and Pro- 
teus, like many others, repents when 
he has to. This is after Valentine, 
at the point of the sword, has rescued 
Sylvia from him, while Julla, who has 
disguised herself as a page to be near 
Proteus, looks on. 

The assassination of Julius Caesar, 
from the play of that name, is the 
theme of the fourth float. This 
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scene, which is a familiar one, in- 
cludes the figures of Brutus, Casca 
and other conspirators. 

“As You Like It,” which was played 
in Forest Park last June, furnishes the 
theme for the fifth float. The 
wrestling. match, in which the noble 
youth Orlando contends against a 
professional bone-breaker, 8 the 
scene chosen, and the fair Rosalind, 
her companion Celia, and their es- 
cort, the clown, Touchstone, are spec- 
tators. 

Cordelia's appeal to her father, the 
aged King Lear, is pictured by the 
sixth float. After Lear has been de- 
serted by his two other daughters, 
and has for a time lost his reason, 
Cordelia, who was cast out through 
her asister’s intrigues, returns to com- 
fort him. 

Oymbeline Appears. 

In the seventh, taken from “Cym- 
beline,” Imogen, perhaps Shakspeare’s 
loveliest feminine character, appears 
in the guise of a young man, in a 
cave where she had sought shelter, 
and which is inhabited by a banished 
lord and two stolen princes. 

Coriolanus, a Roman aristocrat, 
running for office and making a ba‘ 
job of it, is shown in the eighth 
float. Coriolanus was very desirous 
of being consul, but he balked at hav- 
ing to electioneer among the great un- 
washed. 

The duel from Twelfth Night” 1s 
the subject of float nine. The duel- 
ists are Viola, in men's clothing, and 
Sir Andrew Aguecheek, who is no 
less frightened than Viola. 
eager for some interference or other 
means of escape. 

Float 10 shows the two Dromios, twins, 
servants of masters who were twins, 
and, like them, so resembling each oth- 
er as to be indistinguishable. The cli- 
max of The Comedy of Errors,“ when 
the two pairs of twins are made known 
to each other, is displayed. 


Grimmest Tragedy. 

Tragedy of the grimmest 
shewn in the eleventh float, which is 
from King Henry VI.“ and shows 
Queen Margaret as the captive of King 
Edward and his ruffians, whom she im- 
plores iw vain to kill her. 

Falstaff appears in the twelfth float, 
which is the scene in the Boar’s Head 
Tavern, from “King Henry IV.” Among 
those present are Dame Quickly and 
Doll Tearsheet, Pistol, Bardolph and the 
page. 

Antony and Cleopatra, on their bur- 
nished barge, with all the ancient im- 
provements, appear in float 13. 

A Shakespearean siren, who would be 
doing vampire parts in the movies if 
she lived today, next appears. She is 
Cressida, from the play ‘Troilus and 
Cressida.“ While she seems touchingly 
true to Troilus in this scene, it was 
very soon afterward that she was just 
as happy with Diomed. Troilus was a 
Trojan Prince, and Diomed was a 
Greek, in the days when the Greeks 
were making their big drive against 
Troy. 

Number 15 is Perdita’s welcome, from 
A Winter's Tale.“ Perdita, a lost Prin- 
cess, welcomes visitors to the home of 
her foster-father, a shepherd. One of the 
visitors is a King in disguise, seeking 
his son, who has gone to shepherding 
in order to be near Perdita. Her dain- 
ty manners give the first clew to her 
royal descent, which is discovered in 
time to make everyone happy. 

Witches Worry Macbeth. 

The three witches, from Macbeth,“ 
give the title to the sixteenth float. 
The witches’ principal job was to wor- 
ry Macbeth, and at this they were quite 
successful, as he shows in this tab- 
leau.

Pp n of food, and, moreover, 
pretty certainly put a stop to imports 
from the allies. While the allies render 
possible imports for our own internal 
consumption it would be too much of a 
good thing to permit all Germaany to 
come here and eat in Holland.

Take 
as a fair parallel Grant's campaign for 


Vicksburg, which aimed at separating 
the Confederacy into two parts by tak- 
ing and holding the Mississippi line. 
The allies are operating for the posses- 
sion of the Vienna-Constantinople rail- 
road in the same fashion. 

Grant's victory cut off the Southern 
States west fof the river from the bulk 
of the Confederacy. A successful al- 
lied campaign will separate Turkey 
from the central states and, incidental- 
ly, crush Bulgaria. Vicksburg did not 
end the Civil War; it played only a 
comparatively minor part in subsequent 
events, but it was an essential step.

Prof. Hugo Munsterberg, friend of 
the Kaiser, was absent from the fu- 
neral today of Prof. Josiah Royce, 
his assistant in the department of 
Philosophy at Harvard.

TWO WARSHIPS TO 60 INTO 
RESERVE TO MAN THE ARIZONA 


Recruiting Slow—Only 150 of Super- 
dreadnought’s Complement of 1000 
Now Available. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—It will be 
necessary to place two warships of the 
Atlantic fleet in reserve in order to pro- 
vide a crew for the new superdread- 
nought Arizona, commissioned this week. 
Naval officials said that only 150 of the 
needed 1000 men in the Arizona’s comple- 
ment are now aboard the vessel. What 
ships will be placed in reserve has not 

been announced. 

Failure of the navy to get recruits has 
proved a serious handicap to the naval 
expansion movement, officials said to- 
day. Under the terms of the naval bill 
the navy is authorized to increase its 
personnel by 21,000 within a year. It 
will require 2600 recruits a month, of fi- 
clals said, to provide this number and 
take care of vacancies due to expiration 
of enlistments. The average rate of en- 
listment last year was 500 monthly, and 
this rate has not been increased materi- 


ally.

FORGER WHO GOT 


$1,000,000 FROM 
BANK DIES POOR 


Charles Becker Was a Notorious 
“Jim-the-Penman” Who Op- 
erated in Many Countries. 


SENTENCED IN TURKEY 


Afterward Reformed and Was 
an Interesting Character as 
Racetrack Guard. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—The death 
here almost a week ago of Charles 
Becker, who won international notor- 
lety as a forger and who was famous as 
Jim the Penman,“ became known here 
tody. He died in poverty. 

Becker once got 5,000,000 francs 
($1,000,000) from the Bank of France 
through his forgeries and with con- 
federates was sv cessful in similarly 
obtaining enormous sums in Russia, 
Austria and Turkey. In Turkey he 
Vas arrested but escaped from prison. 

A life sentence behind bars for rais- 
ing a $2 check to $22,000 was Becker's 
apparent future fate in California 20 
years ago but his release was brought 
about by the American Bankers’ Asso- 
clation. Becker was 68 years old. 

Becker was supposed to have been 
the head of a gang who stole the 
famous Gainsborough portrait of 
Countess of Devonshire, way back in 
1876, and which was searched for 
for nearly 2 years without success. 
Then one day the late Pat Sheedy, a 
man known as an international 
gambler and friend of crooks, went 
to W. A. Pinkerton in Chicago and 
told him he could turn over the por- 
trait, but that the men who had 
possession of it wanted $5000. Pin- 
Kkerton telegraphed to London and 
agents of an art dealer hurried to 
America. The reward was passed 
to Sheedy in the presence of Pinker- 
ton. It was then learned that the 
famous portrait, stripped from its 
frame, had been rolled in oil papers, 
placed in a hermetically sealed metal 
container hidden tn a trunk pos- 
sessed of a false bottom and stored 
all the years it was missing. 

When Becker was serving a term 
in California prison charged with 
others with forging a $22,000 draft 
and was about to be released he is 
said to have proposed to the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association to be geod 
for all time if they would pay bim 
3500 a month. There is no evide 
to show that the bankers comp 0 
with his modest proposal. 

Becker was born in Germany, and, as 
a boy, he learned to be an engraver. 
His skill attracted the attention of 
forgers and counterfeiters, and he soon 
became their most valued ally. He first 
came into notoriety through his connec- 
tion with the robbery of the Third Na- 
ticnal Bank of Baltimore, in August, 
1872. He fled to Europe and started in 
tc flood Turkey with forged sight drafts. 

He was arrested and sentenced to three 
years and six months in prison at Smyr- 
na, but escaped and returned to the 
United States in 1876. Becker, Joe Elii- 
ot, alias “Little Joe,“ and Clement Her- 
ring, Becker’s father-in-law, were ar- 
rested in New York City on April 10, 
1877, for a $64,000 forgery on the Union 
Trust Co. Elliot was convicted on Beck- 
er’s testimony. 

In 1881 Becker and an associate were 
arrested in Brooklyn, charged with 
counterfeiting a 1000-franc note of the 
Bank of France. Becker was sentenced 
to six years and six months. Becker re- 
formed after this experience. His last 
employment was as a Pinkerton guard, | 
at the different race courses. 

Becker, after he had reformed, was 
an interesting character at various race 
ecurses, principally because he was re- 
garded as the original Jim the Pen- 
man.“ It is said by old habitues of 
the Eastern race tracks that many times 
he entertained millionaires by reproduc- 
ing their signatures so perfectly with a 
dash of the pen that it was impossible 
to tell the original from the imitation. 
Often, it is said, he wolud sign a check 
on a bet with another man’s name and 
the check would be cashed without a 
question. 

As to the great Bank of France swin- 
die by which Becker and his gang are 
said to have gotten $1,000,000, there ts 
little record—except as to the amount of 
the forgery. Most of the persons ac- 
quainted with the details of the plot are 


dead.

Mrs. Helen B. Heydt of 4536 For- 
est Park boulevard, Wsterday flled 
suit to divorce John B. Heydt, vice 
president of the American Bakery 
Co. In her petition, Mrs. Heydt de- 
clares that her husband has prop- 


erty worth $1,000,000, and an income 
of $45,000 a year. The Heydts were 
married Dec. 8, 1906, both having 
been married previously. He is 62 
years old, she about 44. 

Mrs. Heydt charges that on March 
29 last, she heard her husband mak- 
ing an engagement to meet Mrs. Ad- 
die Traw, who was at that time em- 
ployed as a servant in their home. 
She says she ordered the woman to 
leave, but that Heydt countermand- 
ed the order. 

Woman Sued Mrs. Heydt. 

This allegation of Mrs. Heydt’s af- 
fords the first explanation which has 
been offered of the encounter be- 
tween her and Mrs. Traw in the For- 
est Park boulevard residence on the 
day named, March 29. The story of 
this encounter was first made public 
in a damage suit filed May 9 by Mrs. 
Traw, who said Mrs. Heydt attacked 
her with her hands and some hard 
object, and injured her so severely 
that she had since been unable to 
work for the support of herself and 
her two children. She included Heydt 
with his wife as a defendant, and 
asked $20,000 damages. 

This suit is still pending in the 
Circuit Court, and a decision is ex- 
pected this fall. When depositions 
were taken, soon after the filing of 
the suit, Mrs, Heydt declined to an- 
swer questions about her trouble 
with Mrs. Traw on the technical 
ground that her answers might tend 
to incriminate her. Mrs. Heydt tes- 
tified at that time that she had sold

that she had only about $60 in bank, 
and no income. But she remarked, 
“I've got good credit all around.” 

In June Heydt placed a personal 
advertisement in the Post-Dispatch 
warning business firms and individ- 
uals against granting his wife credit. 
It became known at that time that 
Heydt and his wife were occupying 
separate parts of their home. 

Says He Hired Detective. 

In her divorce petition, Mrs. Heydt 
mentions this advertisement as an in- 
dignity and declares that Heydt con- 
tributed only $65 to her support since 
March. She also charges that he 
brought a woman detective into the 
house, ostensibly as housekeeper. 

Heydt was sued Friday by Mrs. Lot- 
tie B. Rosenheim, proprietor of a 
store at 3826 Olive street, on a bill of 
$1010.50, for apparel and millinery al- 
leged to have been purchased by Mrs. 
Heydt. f 

No statement could be obtained by 
reporters yesterday from either of 
the Heydts. Both have refused to 
talk about their difficulties at any 
stage. Mrs. Traw now lives at 3624 Park 
avenue. She refused to discuss Mrs. 
Heydt’s charge.

| CENT, AND NOBODY LOSES

Philadelphia Algebraic Experts 
Unable to Figure Out How 
It Is Done. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 16.—The police 
are trying to solve a mathematical mys- 
tery that involves a scheme whereby a 
person may buy 5 good street car tick- 
ets for a cent apiece. They don’t know 
whether the scheme is illegal, and as 
yet no wizard in figures has explained 
it satisfactorily. Officials of the Phila- 
delphia Rapid Transit Co., from whom 
600. tickets were purchased, are likewise 
unable to fathom the plan. All they 
know is they got a nickel for every 
ticket sold. 

A firm known as Francis & Chern 
Co., 807 Chestnut street, is conducting 
the operation, which they say is in the 
nature of an insurance. A person pays 
the firm $1 for a book containing three 
coupons. He sells these three coupons 
for 2 cents each. This gives him 75 
cents and leaves him with but 2 cents 
invested. He takes the stub of the 
beok he has bought to the office of 
Francis & Chern and gets 25 street car 
ticaets. In turn the person buying the 
cuupon presents them to the same com- 
pany, and, after paying 2% cents, gets a 
new book containing three coupons, 
which they in turn sell in the same 
ruanner as did the first person.

14,063 Men Leave San Antonio 
to March 83 Miles to 
Austin and Return. 


SAN ‘NTONIO, Tex., Sept. 16.—Four- 
teen thousand and sixty-three officers 
and men of the regular army and na- 
ticnal guard started out of San Antonio 


today on tne biggest practice march in 
the history of the American army, an 
83-mile ‘“‘hike’ to Austin, which is ex- 
pected to give the men, who compose 
the Twelfth Provisional Division, march- 
ing experience under what would 
An. unt to war conditions. Eight days 
will be consumed. There will be three 
days of camping at Camp Mabry. Bight 
days will be spent in the return to San 
Antonio.

The main body of the provisional divi- 
sion camped tonight at Wetmore, nine 
and a half miles north of the starting 
point.

“Tank” Slang Name for It. 

“Tanks” is the slang word the army 
staff has applied to these strange 
creations of machinery, but they look 
less like tanks than anything else in 
the world. It is hard to say what 
they look like. They have been com- 
pared both to armadillos and méa- 
suring worms and to many other 
weird creeping or crawling objects of 
natural history. A man-of-war’s tur- 
ret crossing fields, in and out of gul- 
leys and through fences, would pre- 
sent a spectacle resembling their 
progress. 

“During the days preceding the at- 
tack as they moved up to the front 
and the soldiers gazed at them, the 
risabilities of all ranks were tickled. 
All sorts of questions were propound- 
ed. Would the thing stand when it 
was hitched? And what was it fed? 
Which was its tail and which its 
head? At all events it was a steel 
jointed incarnation of military se- 
crecy. Spectators laughed at it, but 
with the true British sporting instinct 
hoped it would at least have a sport- 
ing chance. 

Last night wounded men back from 
the line forgot their pain and what part 
their battalion played during the battle 
in telling what the tanks“ did. Notes 
were compared between the actions of 
“our” and “your” tank. 

Co-operating with the infantry action 
to prearrangement, the grotesque crea- 
tures played the parts for them until 
the control of their invisible crews, 
which were their brain centers.

It is small 
wonder that anybody who saw in action 
one of those armored motor cars—if car 
be an allowable name—should hold up 
his hands. They have brought a new 
element into the grim, monotonous busi- 
ness of war, trenches, shells and bombs. 

It was the tanks day and the 
“tank” made good. According to re- 
ports, trench-fulls of dead were left in 
its wake when the occupants of trenches 
tried to hold their ground and did not 
surrender or fly from its approach. Yet 
destructive as the fire of the tanks“ 
was, many German prisoners began 
laughing when recalling the glimpse of 
them, while the British as a result of 
the fact that these grotesque comrades 
went into the charge are laughing and 
rejoicing over the day’s victory. The 
tanks have added an element of 
humor which put the army, through all 
its ranks, into a festive mood.

The new Premier is friendly to former 
Premier Venizelos, although he is not 
an active partisan of the Venizelist pol- 
icy. The new Cabinet is considered 
to be favorable toward Greece's partici- 
pation in the war. 


New Greek Premier Said to Be Fa- 
vorable to Entente. 
LONDON, Sept. 14.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Athens today indicates that M. 
Kalogeropoulos, summoned to Tatol by 
King Constantine, has been entrusted 
with the formation of a new cabinet in 
succession to the Zalmis ministry, Kal- 
ogeropoulos was a member of the 
Theotokis cabinet and is favorable to 
the entente.

DR. PAUL FAYN 
DIES FROM AN 
OVERDOSE OF DRUG 


Succumbs Suddenly at Shelby- 
ville, Mo.—Was Fined in 
U. S. Court Here. 


Information was received in St. Louis 
last night of the sudden death at Shel- 
byville, Mo., last Wednesday, of Dr. 
Paul Fayn, formerly of St. Isouis, who 
was fined Jan. 17 in the Federal Court 
for using the mails to defraud in con- 
nection with the State Medical Institute 
at 926 Market street. 

Fayn was apparently well when he 
entered the Perry Drug Store at Shel- 
byville at 11 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. He was taken ill while there and 
died within thirty minutes. 

Coroner Chapman conducted an in- 
quest in the afternoon. The verdict was 
that death was caused by an overdose of 
a drug. Coroner Chapman said Fayn 
had been using cocaine. 

Dr. J. L. Miller of 5907 Julian ave- 
nue, who was associated with Fayn in 
the State Medical Institute, killed him- 
self Jan. 20, 1914, shortly after charges 
were made against him. 

Fayn pleaded guilty Oct. 29, 1915, and 
in January he was fined $50 on each 
of four counts. He left St. Louis and 
acquaintances here heard that he had 
been selling life insurance in Northern 
Missouri, and making his headquarters 
at Shelbyville. 

When Fayn died he had no money in 
his pockets. His wife, who was at 
Chillicothe, went to Shelbyville, accom- 
panied by her father, and took charge 
of the body. Interment was at Shelby- 
ville. Mrs. Fayn is now at Beaufort, Mo.

2 MEN POLICE 
SHOT IDENTIFIED AS 
ROBBERS; ADMIT IT 


Five Men Visit’ City Hospital 
and Say Pair Held 
Them Up. 


Two highwaymen, who were shot by 
William Heitzman, a policeman off duty 
and in plain clothes, when they at- 
tempted to hold him up on Westmin- 
ster place, near King’s highway, at 
12:15 yesterday morning, were identified 
at the city hospital, later in the day by 
five men as having robbed them at times 
within the last three weeks. 

The wounded men, Louis Sippel, 2 
wears old, of 4227 Eichelberger avenue, 
and Joseph Neubauer, 23, of 2101 North 
'Fifteenth street, admitted that the iden- 
tifications were correct, except that 
Neubauer made a denial in one case, 
The two dropped their story, told when 
, they first reached the hospital, that the 
attempt to rob Heitzman was their first 
‘offense and Sippel said they had com- 
‘mitted not less than 12 robberies. 
| After they had abandoned the pre- 
{tense of previous innocence, the two, 
although severely: wounded, showed 
‘considerable interest in the visits of per- 
sons recently robbed, who were brought 
by policemen to identify them. Fifteen 
such persons, in all, were brought. In 
ti case of the identifications which 
they admitted, they supplied some de- 

tails which the complainants forgot. 
When one of the men told of the money 
| which had been taken from him, Neu- 
bauer remarked that he must not forget 
the ‘$2 watch’? which they also took. 

Those who identified one or both of 
the wounded men were David W. Ed- 
wards of 1418 St. Ange avenue, who said 
he was robbed by.three men near his 
‘heme at 3 o’clock on the morning of 
| apt. 3; Henry C. Mayer of 2817A Eads 
[Avenue, who was held up near his home 
fat 1:30 Friday morning; Martin Rippie 
of 2845 Fads avenue, who was held up 
fon the night of Aug. 31 (Neubauer made 
a denial in this case); Edwin Kasting of 
3905 Magnolia avenue, robbed Sept. 8; 
and James D. Hennigan of 2108 South 
Spring avenue, robbed Sept. 6. 

Both the highwaymen said they had 
been impelled to crime by the needs of 
their younger brothers and sisters. Neu- 
bauer said his father was out of work, 
ane that he had to provide for two 
brothers and a sister. Sippel said he had 
to help provide for six younger members 
of the household. But Sippel admitted 
that he gave the most valuable object of 
his booty, a diamond ring, to Miss May 
Sanky, whom he said he expected to 
marry within a month, and who lives at 
Twenty-ninth and Olive streets. 

Both said, also, that they had been 
more careful than most robbers are of 
the lives of the men they had robbed. 
Neubauer said he always carried his 
revolver empty, as it was found to be 
when he was captured. Sippel said he 
carried three cartridges in his six-shoot- 
er, and carried blanks in the other 
chambers or left them empty: He said 
the shots which he fired at Heitzman, 
before the policeman caught him, were 
blanks. 

Neubauer said he was a wrestler, and 
depended on jiu-jitsu to overpower any- 
one who might resist him. The two had 
a room at the Olive street house where 
May Sanky lives, and they were accus- 
tomed, they said, to stay there when 
they had Jobs' on hand. Each would 
account for his absence from home by 
saying that he had been staying at the 
home of the other. 

Aside from the diamond ring, Sippel 
said, all they got did not amount to more 
than $50. He believes the ring is worth 
$300. Both said they had been disap- 
[pointed in the poor returns of their crim- 
inal enterprise. 

They stopped Policeman Heitzeman as 
he was on his way to take a car for his 
home at 4231 Lee avenue. He knocked 
Sippel’s revolver aside, and drawing his 
own revolver, shot Neubauer through 
the right lung. He pursued Sippel and 
shot him in the chest. Sippel escaped at 
the time, but was arrested about two 
‘hours later, after he applied at the Alex- 
ian Brothers’ Hospital for treatment. 
Physicians say Neubauer may not re- 
cover. 


FAMOUS LOST STATUETTE OF 
MME. POMPADOUR RECOVERED 


Factory She Founded at 
France, in Possession of 
Relie, 

PARIS, Sept. 16.—The national porce- 
lain factory at Sevres has just recov- 
ered a dainty statuette which it prizes 
more than any of the famous works of 
the establishment, for it is the original 
figure of Madame de Pompadour which 
the Sevres factory made and presented 
to her over 150 vears ago in gratitude 
for her founding the institution. 

Mme. de Pompadour’s name is chiefly 
linked with the gay life vf Louis XV. 
But the famous beauty not only vied 
with Mme. de Barry in the gay world, 
but she also exercised much influence 
in the serious affairs of state. One 
of the most notable of these works 
was the creation of the Sevres porcelain 
factory, which is @ national institution 
with an output of fine ceramics famous 
the world over. It was Mme. de Pom- 
padour who was the first patron of the 
institution, and to this day “‘Pompadour 
blue” designates some of the most dell- 
cate pieces of old Sevres ware. 

The statuette shows the favorite of 
Louis XV. garbed as a shepherdess and 
leaning against an urn in the gardens 
of Versailles. As the statuette was spe- 
cially modeled as a gift the molds were 
destroyed after a few copies had been 
made.

Present Indications Are That 
There Has Been but Little 
Change in Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—While the 
State Department is investigating the 
latest British order restraining com- 
merce to Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Holland, officials are in some doubt 
as to whether it affects American goods 
atready covered by letters of assurance 


through the operation of the Nether- 
lands Overseas Trust. 

British embassy officials say it does 
not. They say that no change so fun- 
damental as that reported in London 
dispatches could possibly have been 


made without notification to them here. 


The only official information before 
the State Department—a cablegram from 
Consul-General Skinner dated Sept. i! 
seems to support the view that tue 
new order actually works no change, 
for it says: It is presumed that Amen 
ican goods already covered by letters 
of assurance will not be stopped.“ 
Message of Conaul. 

The message from Consul-General 
Skinner follows: 

Announcement has been made that 
no further licenses or other facilities 
will be given until Oct. 1, or ural fur- 
ther notice by the British Government 
for the shipment of the following goods 
to the countries named: : 
“Denmark — Animal oils and fats, 
apricot kernels, borate of lime, borax 
and boron compounds, bristles, egg yolk 
and albumen, grass seeds, hair, meat, 
sago, starches, sulphur. powdered talc, 
tapioca, tea. vegetawle fibers, vegetable 
oils and oil seeds (excluding soya seeds). 
‘“‘Norway—RBeef casings, borax and 
borax compound, cocoa, coffee, nickel. 


pitch, sheepskins, powdered talc, tar 
and tar oil. 
“Sweden—Antimony, apricot ker- 


nels, binder twine, bristles, carnauba 
wax, casein, casing, cocoa, corkwood, 
coffee, dried fruit, gums (except shel- 
lac), hair, honey, leather, margarine, 
(raw materials used in manufacture 
of) meat, peach kernels, plum kernels, 
rice, rosin, spices, starches, § sisal. 
steel (high speed), tea, turpentine» 
and turpentine oil. 

“Netherlands — Biscuits, bristles, 
eggs, eggs yolk an“ egg albumen, fish 


oil, fruit, nuts and kernels, gums, 
hair, honey, matches, pitch, preserved 
and canned goods, sulphur, spirits, 


epices, starches, rubber and balata, 
powdered talc, tar, vegetable fibers 
and yeast. 


“Holders of unexhausted licenses 
fer the shipment of goods named are 
directed to communicate with the 
War Trade Department. The forego- 
ing restrictions have been agreed to 
by the allies and applied to ship- 
ments from the United States. The 
articles mentioned are those which | 
have been supplied to the countrics 
cuncerned in quantities alleged to 
exceed the normal requirements of 
such countries. As stocks decline 
articles will be removed from the list 
of prohibition. 

“The Netherlands Overseas Trust 
has been advised to issue no further 
permits for goods covered by thi» 
notiee. It is presumed that American 
goods already covered by letters of 
assurance will not be stopped.” 
Policy Unchanged for Months. 
Absolutely no change of policy has 
been made by England in months, ac- 
cording to officials of the Britisr. 
embassy. 

The plan to allow only enough 
imports into neutral states contigu- 
ous to Germany to provide them with 
such a stock of goods gs they con- 
sumed before the war, the British 
officials say, has been in operation 
many months. 

They point out that when the max- 
imum stock in any country is reached 
no more “letters of assurance” are 
given to Americans and no more li- 
censes are given to British exporters. 
American Consul-General Skinner ca- 
bled today that the blacklist“ order has 
been modified to permit British marine 
insurance companies to underwrite in- 
surance on property of ‘blacklisted’ 
United States concerns. It does not ap- 
ply to Philippine or Porto Rico concerns 
on the “blacklist.” . 

The modification officials consider of 
benefit principally to the British insur- 
ance companies, but it will also aid 
‘ blacklisted” American concerns in mov- 
ing their merchandise by allowing them 
to obtain British underwritings. 
Officials “ere believe the real motive 
is to enable British marine underwriters 
tu hold American insurance business and 
not lose it through operation of the 
blacklist.

one ambulance company and one eld 
hospital corps. The movement is in 
keeping with Secretary Baker’s policy to 
dispatch guard organizations to the bor- 
der for service and training as rapidly 
as possible. :

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 16. 
ITH ten days of football prac- 
W tice over, the Yale squad is 
still at rudimentary work. 
The candidates number about 60, be- 
cause many of the men are still ‘with 
the Yale battery at Niantic, which 
will be mustered out the middle of 
next week. 

It is a fortunate thing that the 
members of the Yale battery are ex- 
perienced and are now in fine phy- 
sical condition because of their sum- 
mer’s work. Head Coach Tad Jones 
and his staff have started out with 
the idea that the nin New Haven 
are absolutely unfamiliar with foot- 
ball work and has been going back 
to elementary principles. With the 
coming of the battery men it will be 
possible to have scrimmaging. 

The spirit in the squad is excellent 
but the material does not come up to 
former years. It has been necessary 
to shift te the Hne some men who 
have been backs. A striking exam- 
ple of this is Charlie Taft, son of 
the former President, who won his 
„ at half back last year, and who 
now is playing tackle. Without 
scrimmaging, there is écarcely a test 
for a tackle; but the line coaches are 
very much pleased with the work of 
Taft, whose weight has now increased 
to 195 pounds, and think that he will 
ultimately find a permanent place n 
the line. 


Le Gore on the Job. 


During the past week the lineup 
which has been usually used is Gates 
and Rosener, ends; Balbridge and 
Taft, tackles; Galt and Capt. Black. 
guards; Callahin and Vorys, centers;

That this is in no sense the lineup 
which will start the early games, is 
plain to be seen.

A number of pens in the egg-laying 
contest now in progress which had been 
furnished water at all times, were given 
water only once each day, all they would 
drink, then the water removed. The re- 
sults were that the egg yield was re- 
duced 50 per cent. This reduction was 

the same in the different varieties. 

A pen of 60 White Leghorns, composed 
of old and young. consumed 24% gallons 
to other creditors. of water daily during tne warm weather. 
This would indicate that the average 
farm flock of 100 to 120 birds should be 
furnished at least five gallons of water 
Laying hens frequently con- 
sume eight ounces of water daily. This 
means one gallon daily to 16 hens. 

From the hen's viewpoint, water is 
worth just as much as feed, for she 
can’t make an egg with either one alone. 
Therefore, the man who furnishes high- 
priced feed but neglects the water sup- 
ply is making a great mistake, and will 
have to be content with a limited egg

Chicken lice may be readily extermi- 
nated with an application of a mixture 
of equal parts of blue ointment and 
vaseline or two parts mercurial oint- 
ment and one part vaseline, says the 
Poultry Husbandry Department of Iowa 
State College. These ingredients should 
be thoroughly mixed, which may be done 
by placing them on a pane of glass 
and working them together with a 
case- knife. 

Both blue ointment and mercurial 
ointment are very poisonous and ex- 
treme care should be taken in prepar- 
ing them. Use an amount not to exceed 
the size of a pear for a mature fowl 
and apply with the finger to the ab- 
domen and just below the vent.

Ask almost any worthy matron of your acquaintance whether she still 
holds to the housewifely prejudice against tinned foods that was common 
two decades ago. The chances are she will stammer apologetically, insist 


that she gets fresh vegetables and meats in season when possible but 


that she will add: 

“Still, they are putting up such good canned things these days that one 
just simply has to buy them.” 

Our mothers, bless ‘em, would have regarded such an expression as 
heresy, not long ago, except as applied to sundry delicacies put up in the 


‘home kitchen and properly stored away in the cellar. They would have 


had grave doubts of the speaker’s industry, and might have hoped that 
their sons never married anybody with such ideas. Canned goods, in 


their opinion, were things for boarding houses and other places where 


unfortunates who didn’t have homes of their own were compelled to live. 
Mother may have been right in her day, but she would have been wrong 
in this. The simple truth is that the canning industry has made such 
tremendous advances that many things that come out of a can taste as 
good and are as wholesome as those that never touched tin. 

The hardest fight the canners have had has been to convince the public 
that their preserved ‘foods are free from deadly dangers. Many a woman 
still believes that a mysterious and dangerous poison is likely to be dis- 
tilled when vegetable juices come into contact with tin. Even yet we are 
constantly reading of somebody getting ptomaine poisoning from food 
eaten from cans. The fact is that ptomaine poisoning develops from de- 
cay, usually after cans are opened so that air gets access to the contents 
and a malevolent fermentation is established. 

To convince the public of this has been one of the first objects of the 
National Canners’ Association. Indeed, so ready were the people to be- 
lieve the worst that in many cities a new fashion of blackmail sprang up. 
Certain shyster lawyers would read in the newspapers of reported cases 
of ptomaine poisoning, visit the sufferers, obtain the name of the manu- 
facturer of the food which caused the trouble and demand money under 
threat of filing an action for damages. 

Realizing the popular prejudice, the manufacturer usually preferred 
paying tribute to the publicity of a court action which inevitably would 
mean a large loss of business. Finally things got so bad that the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association took the matter into its own hands. The 
result has been bad for the blackmailer. 

When a news brevity is printed reading something 
like this, for example: “John Jones died last night 
after a hearty meal of canned salmon,” an agent of 
the packers’ organization, like as not, arrives at the 
Jones residence in advance of the lawyer. Further- 
more, he may be accompanied by a physician and, 
possibly, by a policeman or a sheriff. 

Frank E. Gorrell is the executive officer of the 
canners’ association. Indeed, he helped to create it, 
back in the year 1907. He is a big man in salary re- 
ceived and, of course, in work accomplished. Traveling 
regularly bétween the peach and olive orchards and 
asparagus fields of California and the sardine fisheries 
in Maine, he knows more about canned foods, than do 
the packers themselves. 

“Real cases of ptomaine poisoning in canned goods,” 
he said recently, “are about as infrequent as are genu- 
ine cases of hydrophobia. A vagrant little dog, dying 
of thirst and starvation, is chased by boys and men. 
Presently, the little dog begins to foam at the mouth. 
You would so perform, I would so perform, under 
similar circumstances. The dog is cornered at last 
and shot. 

“Hydrophobia is a rare disease; so rare that it hard- 
ly exists. It is talked about a great deal, nevertheless. 
It is the scapegoat of dog maladies. Ptomaine poison- 
ing is the scapegoat among human maladies, although 
it is no more prevalent in this country than is leprosy. A man in Okla- 
homa was killed, the doctor said, by poison in a can of sardines. We 
found that his wife murdered him with Paris green. She is now in the 
penitentiary. 

“A woman in Ohio committed b Her physician stated that death 
was caused by canned tomatoes. He did this, he informed our investiga- 
tor, to spare the woman’s family from scandal. Lawyers who once chased 
ambulances but were driven out of that sort of business by the passage 
of laws compensating workingmen for accidents sustained at their em- 


ptomaine poison practice. 

“One of our canners permitted himself to be blackmailed nine times by 
one lawyer. The sum of money paid in each case was small but the 
canner probably would have given twice the amount in every instance 
rather than to have suffered the publicity of an open trial in court. He 
came to us in the end and we soon stopped the activities of that particular

“Three billion cans 
food are packed in the 
United States yearly. A 
hole no larger than the point of a fine needle may let air into a can 
occasionally. With the air enter germs which start decomposition. An 
army officer in the Quartermaster’s Department once said that a tin can 
filled with food is the most honest article, animate or inanimate, with 
which man has any dealings. 

“It makes no boast so long as it is good. The moment it turns bad, 
however, it begins to push out its sides as a notification to the world that 
it has become disreputable. Even then, low as it has fallen, it tells the 
truth. Such cans, in the industry, are called ‘swells.’ Spoiled peas and 
corn, however, do not always thus confess their departure from grace. 
They look honest, in or out of their container, but they turn vinegary 
and thus betray their defilement by their taste. Cans of that kind are 
known to the trade as ‘flat sours.’ 


— 


“So there is no reason why anyone should eat spoiled canned foods. If 


the cans are swollen, send them back to the grocer; Do the same when 
the contents of the can are sour. If the cans are of normal shape and 
the food in them is sweet, there is no danger whatever of ptomaine poison. 
All canned food is sterilized within the cans after the sealing process 
has been completed—and not only the food, but the air around it and the 
juices over it, along with the interior of the cans, are put through a 
treatment by fire that thoroughly purifies them.” 

Almost every food that is cooked in the house is 
now also cooked at the canning factory. Turnips, car- 
rots, potatoes, hominy, spinach, pumpkins and sweet 
potatoes can be bought in cans from grocers. Three 
thousand factories are manufacturing canned goods. 
The people of the United States are spending 3500,000, 
000 yearly for canned fruits, vegetables, meats, fish 
and milk. The trade in canned milk alone amounts to 
$60,000,000 annually. Half a billion dollars is invested 
in the canning industry. Packers with large establish- 
ments (and one company alone manufactures 5,000,000 
cases of meat, fruits, milk and vegetables) are to be 
found in nearly every state of the Union. 

Fishermen, farmers, butchers, gardeners and orchard- 
ists are supplying them with raw materials. The pack- 
ers prepare the food and send it to market. Anxious 
to make good, they have established a food research 
laboratory in the city of Washington said to be the 
largest and best in the world. Dr. W. D. Bigelow, 
famous among scientific men here and abroad, is chief 
chemist, and Dr. A. W. Bitting, of equal eminence in 
America and Europe, is food technologist. They and 
their assistants are working every day on the large 
and small problems of the canning industry. 

Just now, for example, they are testing 49 different 
kinds of tin so as to learn the particular sort of con- 
tainer that is best suited for each food that is packed. 
The tin coating on the cans is of various thicknesses and the iron and 
steel plate on which the tin is laid varies in many ways. About 60,000 
cans of vegetables, fruits, milk, meat and fish are being used in the 
experiment. 

Mr. Pumpkin likes iron; Mr. Sweet Potato doesn’t. Now iron in food 
is not harmful but it isn’t necessary. The canners association, accord- 
ingly, is going to great expense to find a way to eliminate the slightest 
trace of iron that may be found at times in pies made of canned pumpkin. 
Results of all experiments are made public, bulletins describing them 
going to some 750 canners who are not members of the association. The 
beneficial results of such a policy are apparent, say the canners, the con- 
Stantly increasing volume of business bearing testimony to the confidence 
of the public in tinned food products. 

Close to 10,000,000 cases of corn are packed yearly in the United States. 
There are two dozen cans to the case. The pack of tomatoes exceeds con- 
siderably that of corn. Peas and corn are competitors for the second 
place on the active list. Corn is grown and canned in Maine and west- 
ward from New York to Minnesoia and southward from Maryland to Mis- 
souri. Isaac Winslow of Maine began experimenting with canned corn 
in 1839. He toiled for 13 years before he was even moderately successful 
and a quarter of a century passed before bis process was patented. 

Peas are planted in fields and mowed and loaded on wagons like hay.

They are grown from New York to Maryland and as 
far westward as Illinois and Wisconsin. The industry 
has also been developed in Colorado, Utah and Cali- 
fornia. Threshing is done with a machine called a 
viner. From the time they are harvested and canned, 
peas are manipulated entirely by machinery, the hands 
of the workers never touching them. The centers of 
tomato packing are Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, 
Virginia, Southern Ohio, Indiana, Western New York 
and Central and Southern California. Crops range 
from two to twenty tons to the acre. The waste in 
canning is about 50 per cent. 


Sauerkraut is now manufactured by the ton. Nearly 
all of the asparagus is produced and packed in a small 
corner of California. “Tip asparagus” is cut eight 
inches down, just as the sprouts break through the 
earth. Pole lima beans are grown in California and 
bush lima beans in the Eastern States. 


The peach is the king of all canned fruits—-there are 
15 brands of California yellow clings alone. Peaches 
that are delicious when eaten right off the trees often 
lose their flavor and texture when put in containers. 
Orchards of canning peaches are planted, therefore, 
along the Pacific coast. Thousands of bushels of Bart- 
lett pears are also packed. Plums, too are a staple 
and canned prunes are now on the market. 


Whole figs are packed in South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas and $5,000,000 worth of pineapples 
are canned annually in Hawaii. Blueberries and 
whortleberries grow wild and are scarce, but are 

_ apned to a limited extent in- Maine, Maryland and 
Northern Michigan. Gooseberries, once commonly used 
in pies, have lost their popularity because of their 
acidity. Two kinds of grapes are canned, the Niagara 
in the East and the Muscat on the Western coast. 

Logenberries, which are a cross between the biack- 
berry and the red raspberry, having the size and shape 
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of the former, the color of the latter and the flavor of 
both, are canned in great quantities. Indeed, all kinds 
of fruits are packed, apples among the rest. Machinery 
is used for grading as to sizes. Corn is husked and 
cut from the cob, apples and tomatoes are pared and 
cored, peaches are pitted and green beans are snipped 
by machinery. 


Clams are canned in Washington and Oregon, mostly, 
and nearly the whole pack of crabs comes from Chesa- 
peake Bay and the Virginia coast. The supply of 
canned or cove oysters is obtained along the Chesa- 
peake Bay, on the shores of the Gulf of Mexico and 
near Savannah, Ga. Salmon are packed on the Colum- 
bia River, Puget Sound and the Alaskan coast. This 


branch of the canning industry produces $30,000,000 
of wealth annually. 


American sardines, caughi off the Maine coast and 
in Monterey Bay, Cal., promise to become a very im- 
portant branch of the packing business. The demand 
for shad roe, shrimp and tuna fish is also increasing. 
It has been said that modern food manufacture means 
in reality a high-class community kitchen. Our coun- 
try leads the world not only in the quantity of the 
food packed but in quality. France and Italy are the 
foremost canning nations in Europe and yet the United 
States packs five times more food than both of them. 


American canned meats are being eaten by the 
French, Russian, British_ and Italian armies at this 
moment. Some of our tomatoes, too have gone abroad. 
Our army buys 16 different kinds of canned foods from 
packers in the United States. It might well happen 
in a great war that the canner would be almost as in- 
dispensable as the manufacturer of powder and guns. 
Through him the men in the trenches and at sea 
would get food that is fresh and pure. 


Nicholas Appert, a Paris confectioner, distiller, 
brewer and cook, was the founder of the canning in- 
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dustry. Every woman who is “putting up” tomatoes 
and peaches this summer is strictly following the sys- 
tem he originated. His process has been handed down 
from methers to daughters for three generations. 

The French Government, in 1795, on behalf of its 
army, offered a prize of $2400 for a dependable method 
of preserving food. Appert won. the prize after nine 
years of experiments. He found that heat and air- 
tight bottles kept food from spoiling. Why they did 
he probably did not understand. Years afterward bac- 
teriologists came forward with the explanation. All 
foods, they discovered, and all water, as well as air, 
cans and bottles, contain bacteria and micro-organisms, 
or germs too small to be seen under a magnifying glass. 
They learned also that heat, if there is enough of it, 
will kill bacteria. 

Before Appertis day, foods were preserved by salt, 
sugar and vinegar or by drying or smoking. Appert’s 
process was published and was adopted at once by 
housewives all over the civilized world. They cooked 
their vegetables and fruits, scalded their bottles and 
cans, filled them to the brim, and sealed them with 
wax. And such is their practice to this day. 

Men of business caught up Appert’s idea: There 
were salmon, lobster and oyster canners in New York 
95 years ago. Fruits were commercially canned in 
Boston in 1820. Baltimore’s first cannery was opened 
in 1840. Maine began packing sardines in 1841. A 
canning factory was established on the Pacific coast 
in 1856 and salmon were packed in Alaska in 1878. 

Forty years ago, and even later, women made all of 
their jellies and preserves and canned their own 
peaches and plumag The first commercial canners, con- 
sequently, specialized entirely with fish. They sent 
sea food to the interior of the country and middle-aged 
men and women remember, no doubt, the cove oysters 
of their youth. The oysters were cooked and could be 
eaten in August or any other month of the year. 


How Burning Powdered Coal May Dispel the City Smoke Nuisance 


tonnage of soot that descends annually upon our 
cities, few manufacturing municipalities can yet 
claim to have secured marked relief from the 
“smoke nuisance.” But relief is apparently in sight, 
and from a totally unexpected source. We refer to the 
successful development of the process of burning pow- 
dered coal for generating steam in locomotive and 


T spite of ordinances designed to reduce the great 


other boilers, says a writer in Engineering and Con- 
tracting. 

Pulverized till 85 per cent of it passes a screen hav- 
ing 290 meshes to the inch, “soft coal” gives an almost 
smokeless. fame when blown into a fire box with air. 
The quantity of air is automatically regulated by the 
quantity of powdered coal, so that careless firing such 
as is now inevitable with hand stoking, cannot occur. 


The Bank Check 


HE use of bank checks was popularized in the 
United States during the days of wildcat cur- 
rency. When no one could say that a bank 
note would not become worthless overnight, 

when every cashier had to be a walking cyclopedia of 
good banks and broker banks, the check afforded the 
payee his only protection. The convenience of this 
means of payment, and the lack of an elastic currency 
that would expand and contract with the needs of busi- 
ness, caused the use of checks to become more and 
more general; until today they are an integral and 
distinctive feature of our national life, the monthly 
clearings throughout the country amounting to about 
$20,000,000,000. 

If one refiects upon the consequences of an attempt

the bank check in common use.

suggestion of the Frankfurter Zeitung that as a first 
step in its introduction all civil and military officials 
be forced to use check books. As a matter of fact, this 
attitude is easily accounted for. In this country the 
check has become so thoroughly a part of the business 
mechanism that its use and abuse are fully covered by 
the laws. The exact degree of responsibility of drawer, 
payee, bank of issue and bank of deposit are defined, 
the proper means of enforcing this responsibility are 
laid down, the line between civil and criminal proced- 
ure is sharply drawn, and the entire checking system 
has a degree of solidity which cannot be imagined by 
the average Continental. A European check affords 
the payee no protection against accidental loss or- 
theft, for it reads pay to John Doe or bearer;” the 
bank refuses to assume the responsibility of making 
payment to a proper holder only. Again, a Frenchman 
or German who accepts a stranger’s check, or one 
drawn upon an out-of-town bank, has no assurance that 
the check is good, and no definite knowledge of how to 
proceed if it turns out to be bad. 


Between Chicago and Milwaukee, the Chicago & 
Northwestern placed in service, a year ago, a pas- 
senger locomotive equipped for burning pulverized coal. 
It has been thoroughly tested in active service, and has 
demonstrated a marked saving in fuel. According to 
tests published in the Railway Age Gazette, this loco- 
motive evaporated 13 per cent more water per pound 
of coal and consumed 18 per cent less coal on the runs 
between Chicago and Milwaukee than was required 
with a similar locomotive fired with lump coal in the 
ordinary manner. Moreover, a much cheaper grade 
of coal was used on the locomotive burning pulverized 
coal. 

In firing up the cold locomotive, only 750 pounds 
of powdered coal were required as against 1700 pounds 
of lump coal. But an even greater point in favor of 
powdered coal is the ability to shut off the fire en- 
tirely while standing still. Thus the fire can be en- 
tirely shut off for about half an hour, yet in 5 minutes 
after it is started again the boiler is up to full pres: 
sure. This saving in fuel while standing idie makes 
powdered coal particularly desirable for switching loco- 
motives. 

The switching engines in the freight yards of cities 
and the engines that are getting up steam or standing 
with banked fires, cause a very large part of the “smoke 
nuisance” that has been so greatly deplored in all 
large cities. It would seem now that, as far as locomo- 
tives are concerned, this nuisance need no longer be 
tolerated. We go farther, and predict that all large 
steam power plants in cities will eventually use pow- 
dered coal, not only because it will prove to be more 
economic, but because a smokeless city can be secured 


in this way. '

We saw the listening patrols go out at night, through 
the underground passage which -leads to the far side 
of the barbed-wire entanglements. From there they 
creep far out between the opposing lines of trenches, to 
keep watch upon the movements of the enemy, and to 
report the presence of his working parties or patrols. 
This is dangerous, nerve-trying work, for the men sent 
out upon it are exposed not only to the shots of the 
enemy, but to the wild shots of their own comrades as 
I saw one patrol come in just before dawn. One 
of the men brought with him a piece of barbed wire, 
clipped from the German entanglements 250 yards away.

Several men were killed and wounded during the night. 
One of them was a sentry with whom I had been talking 
only a few moments before. He was standing on the 
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firing-bench looking out into the darkness, when he fell 
back into the trench without a cry. It was a terrible 
wound. I would not have believed that a bullet could 
so horribly disfigure one. He was given first aid by the 
light of a candle; but it was useless. Silently his com- 
rades removed his identification disk and wrapped him 
in a blanket. ‘‘Poor old Walt!” they said. An hour later 
he was buried in a shell hole at the back of the trench. 


One thing we learned during our first night in the 
trenches was of the very first importance. And that was, 
respect for our enemies. We came from England full of 

absurd newspaper tales about the German soldier’s in- 

feriority as a fighting man. We had read that he was 
a wretched marksman; he would not stand up to the 
bayonet: whenever opportunity offered he crept over 
and gave himself up; he was poorly fed and clothed and 
was so weary of the war that his officers had to drive 
him to fight at the muzzles of their revolvers. We 
thought him almost beneath contempt. We were con- 
vinced in a night that we had greatly underestimated 
his abilities as a marksman. As for his allround in- 
feriority as a fighting man, one of the Gloucesters put it 
rather well: 

“’Bre! If the Germans is so bloomin’ rotten, ’ows is 
it we ain't a-fightin’ em sommers along the Rhine, or in 
Austry-Hungry?

He was allowed to browse 
all over the city and visit the various 
institutions of which it is made up. 
Among the things he saw were other 
boys learning carpentry, electrical work, 
plumbing, sign painting, plastering and 
brick laying; still others were engaged 
in machine shop work, mechanical and 
architectural drawing, modeling, cement 
work and various other trades. He visit- 
ed all of these shops and remained as 
long as he pleased in each, but none df 
them aroused in him an interest beyond 
that of a mere spectator. 


In the course of his inspection of the 
place he had come to a model farm, 
which is one of the features of the city. 
To the various shops a single visit in 
most instances had sufficed, but to the 
farm he returned not Once but many 
times. All this time, of course, he was 
watched without being aware of it, by 
persons who were interested in his edu- 
cation and training, and when it was 
seen that he evinced a deep interest in 
crops, dairying and stock raising, he was 
asked if he would like to take up that 
work and responded that he would. He 
did, and today he not only is becoming a 
most proficient scientific farmer, but he 
is a big, strong chap, whose outdoor life 
apparently has removed all traces of the 
malady with which he was threatened. 
His mother, too, has willingly abandoned 
her ambition to make a printer of him. 


The city to which this family was 
transported is Mooseheart, III., 35 miles 
west of Chicago. It was founded three 
years ago by the Moose fraternal organi- 
zation as a place where the orphaned 
children of dead members could find a 
home and receive an education in which 
academic and vocational training are 
happily blended along new lines. The 
goal sought is to send every child, 
whether boy or girl, into the world at 
maturity equipped with a trade or pro- 
fession that will make him self sup- 
porting from the start. In other words, 
the city is turning out specialists, of 
which the country is so much in need 
today. Moreover, each boy or girl will 
not have had his or her career mapped 
out by others; each will have chosen 
his own vocation. 

Mooseheart is not an “institution,” in 
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the sense that industrial schools and 
orphan asylums are. One of the main 
ideas of its founders and instructors is 
to create the “home ideal.” For this 
reason no uniform clothing is worn by 
the children, no severe punishments are 
inflicted, and even a variety of bills of 
fare are furnished so that the children 
will never know beforehand what food 
they are to have each day. The child is 
surrounded as nearly as possible with 
home influences. As in the home the 
children eat, sleep, play, study and work, 
so they do at Mooseheart. At present 
they are housed in dormitories, but in 
time it is hoped to place all of them in 
cottages comprising .a model village 
which also will have a country store, 
where “lolly pops,” ice cream and candy 
can be purchased, a church or chapel, 
a school, a library and perhaps a bank, 
museum and zoo. In these various cot- 
tages it Is planned to work out the big 
brother” and “big sister” plan, also a 
type of the boy scout and girl scout 
movement. 


The keynote of the Mooseheart sys- 
tem, however, is the “pre-vocational 
training’ as exemplified by the experi- 
effce of the printer’s son. What it is 
and how it works out is perhaps best 
described 
the Board of Governors, which says, in 
part: 


“Mooseheart is an educational institu- 
tion, which aims not only to offer the 
usual branches of learning, such as are 
open in the public schools of the coun- 
try, but to add that special training for 
the active pursuits of life which has 
come to be called vocational education. 
The material Mooseheart consists not 
only of dormitories and dining hall and 
playgrounds, but of school houses, shops, 
fields, gardens and appliances. 


“A generation ago, when life was 
simpler and trades were fewer, and any 
strong handed and right minded lad 
could find employment suited to him, the 
usual school education was enough for 
practical purposes. Boys and girls 
learned the elementary branches and part 
of them went to high schools in which 
they studied academic subjects in about 
the same way. Almost all the children 
had the same kind of education, which 
seemed to answer very well. Nowadays, 
the business and industry of the world 
is carried on in a great number of 
specialties. There is no longer plain 
farming, but dry farming, dairy farm- 
ing, grain farming, irrigation farming, 
etc. Science has come in to alter the 
conditions. ° 

“Complaints are heard throughout the 
land from employers of labor, skilled 
and unskilled, that young people come 
out of school without knowing how to 
take hold of anything definite, that their 
education does not run parallel with the 
life of the community in which they will 
live. To meet this difficulty a new plan 
of edugation has sprung up which keeps 
the old academic studies or the greater 
part of them, but adds special training 
suited to prepare the young people to 
take care of themselves. 

“This involves, first of all, pre-voca- 
tional training, which means a general 
acquaintance with various fields of. in- 
dustry. Boys learn something of wood- 
working, something of meta working,

in the last annual report of 
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something of farm work, something of 
building, etc. Girls learn simple house- 
work and light employments, such as 
canning and printing. Nobody supposes 
that pre-vocational education fits chil- 
dren to step into a well paid industry. 
Mooseheart does not intend to send out 
boys and girls trained only pre-vocational- 
ly, but such as in addition to this pre- 
vocational. training have also had four 
years of serious vocational training, 
specializing in that vocation which, 
through their pre-vocational course, has 
most appealed to them. The pre-voca- 
tional work is intended to give them 
direct acquaintance with the world in 
which they live and the vocations needed 
in that world. It offers them a chance 
to use their hands in connection with 
their brains, and to set before them vari- 
ous callings, so that they may seek what 
seems to them best adapted in their needs 
and conditions. 3 


“Above the pre-vocational training., 
which lasts until the children are about 
15 years old, comes the true vocational 
training, which means apprenticeship, or 
something resembling: apprenticeship in 
some particular trade or calling. Boys 
can take up electrical work, carpenter 
work, mason work, press work in a print- 
ing establishment, etc. Girls can learn 
typesetting, skilled gardening, millinery 
and other things of like nature. If the 
course is properly laid out and the young 
people properly apply their minds, when 
they reach 18 or 19 years of age they 
ought to be able to step out at once and 
find employment; for there is a great 
demand for trained men and women who 
know how to do something that the 
world wants.“ 


As explained in the foregoing extract 
from the report, while the main pur- 
pose is to send boys and girls into the 
world equipped to make a living, the 
“three R’s” are not neglected. The 
academic course begins with the kinder- 
garten, for children of, all ages are re- 
ceived. But while the institution was 
founded with the thought in mind that 
most of the children at Mooseheart will 
become journeymen or mechanics or the 
wives of such, the academically ambi- 
tious boy or girl, who has no desire to 
take up a trade, has not been overlooked 
and the opportunity is given to them to 
take up higher branches of learning. 


Along with their pre-vocational train- 
ing, the boys and girls are taught all of 
the ordinary branches which are to be 
found in the public schools—reading and 
literature, spelling, composition and 
grammar, writing, arithmetic, history, 


civics, geography, drawing and applied 


arts, manual training and household arts, 
elementary science and physiology and 
hygiene. In addition they receive physi- 
cal training and instruction in music. 
Much stress is laid upon the last named, 
as tending to take away the institutional 
aspect. With the singing there is folk 
dancing for both boys and girls. In sum- 
mer pageants of various kinds are held 
on the grass. There are special celebra- 
tions centeringearound Thanksgiving, 
The Fourth of July, Memorial day, Labor 
day and Christmas. 


Among the things in prospect are club 
rooms for the older boys and girls, where 
they can organize as a club and talk over 
the many things that are so dear to the 
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heart of the boy and girl. There 
also will be an opportunity for 
every boy and girl who is not 
specializing in agriculture to have 
a small garden; also they will be 
allowed to rear and care for pets. 
Among organized play and amusement 
are baseball, football and basketball, with 
temporarily designed running tracks. 
Boxing and wrestling exercises are al- 
lowed under careful supervision. Tennis 
courts are in preparation. Parties, so- 
cials and dances are encouraged, also 
under careful supervision. Friday eve- 
ning of each week is set apart as enter- 
tainment night, when plays are given 
by the children themselves and moving 
pictures are shown. In these entertain- 
ments a conspicuous part is taken by the 
Mooseheart band, which is composed en- 
tirely of boys who are members of the 
colony. 

For the coming year it is planned that 
the prevocational work shall center about 
one unit, in which all the children of 
Mooseheart will have a common pre- 
vocational interest. It has been decided 


that the planning, building and furnish-. 


ing of a “model home” will meet this 
purpose in an admirable way, and ar- 


rangements have. been made to carry out . 


the following program: 

The students will consider just what 
is meant by a model home and the sub- 
ject will be one for thorough discussion 
in all the academic and vocational 
classes, thus bringing out all points of 
view. It will probably be decided that 
the model home to be built and furnished 
must be that of a mechanic earning say, 
$80 a month and with a family consist- 
ing of a wife and three children, 

With these restrictions clearly in mind, 
the boys of the drafting class and others, 
both boys and girls, will draw up simple 


plans of what they think a model home 


should be. These will be exhibited, dis- 
cussed and as a result many changes 
and improvements will be made. The 
girls will do their part to impress upon 
the youthful architects the fact that the 
woman who is to live in a model home 
has some idea of how the home should 
be built. She will tell them of the proper 
relation of the stove to sink, for ease in 
her work. She will also demand that 
sinks shall not be too low so as to cause 
back strain. She will also have ideas on 
the best way to arrange for ashes re- 
moval and ice intake. 

After the final and best plans have 
been adopted, all Mooseheart will figure 
on the specifications and cost. The boys 
at Mooseheart then will actually con- 
struct the model home. This means pre- 
vocationa} work in masonry, carpentry, 
plastering, plumbing, steamfitting, elec- 
trical work, painting, etc. The girls will 
do their part, too, for they will never 
trust a mere man to select the wall pa- 
per or color of paint. When the build- 
ing is completed there will be further 
discussions as to how it shall be fur- 
nished. It must be restricted to what 
a person of the given income of $80 a 
month can afford. At this point art, 
common sense and experience will be 
called into play. The boys will actually 
make the furniture. The girls will do 
their part in the table linen, the bed 
linen and the curtains. 

Not the least interesting feature of this 
unique city is its government. This is 
in the hands of the children themselves 
and in Mooseheart is called the Assenibly 
Form of Government. Each day at the 
close of work and in the hour before 
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“Trench pets, said Shorty. Then he told me that 
they were not all grayback#.

An’ the next time you writes to En- 
gland, get someone to send you out some Keatings“ 
he displayed a box of grayish-colored powder. “It won't 
kill em, mind you! They ain't nothin' but fire that'll 
f kill em.

I remembered Shorty’s advice later when I became a 
reluctant host to a prolific colony of graybacks. For 
a nearly six months I was never without a box of Keat- 
3 ings, and I was never without the need for it. 


. Barbed wire had a new and terrible significance for 

| me from the first day which we spent in the trenches. 
I could more readily understand why there had been 
so long a deadféck on the western front. The entangle- 
2 ments in front of the first line of trenches were from 
15 to 20 yards wide, the wires being twisted from post 
to post in such a hopeless jumble that no man could pos- 
sibly get through them under fire. The posts were set 
: firmly in the ground, but there were movable segments 
x every 50 or 60 yards which could be put to one side in 
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f case an attack was to be launched against the German 

4 lines. 

: At certain positions there were what appeared to be 
openings through the wire, but these were nothing less 
than man-iraps which have been 
found serviceable in case of an enemy 
attack. In an assault men follow 
the line of least resistance when they 
reach the barbed wire. These ap- 
parent openings are Vahaped, with 
the open end toward the enemy. The 
attacking trocps think they see a 

clear passage-way. They rush into 

i the trap, and when it is filled with 

struggling men, machine guns are 

= turned upon them, and, as Shorty 

said, “You sot em cold.” a 

f That, at least, was the presump- 
tion. Practically, man-traps were 
not always a success. The intensive 
bombardments which precede in- 
fantry attacks play havoc with en- 
tanglements, but there is always a 
chance of the destruction being in- 
complete, as upon one occasion 

farther north, where, Shorty told me, 

a man-trap caught a whole platoon 
of Germans “dead to rights.” 


J “But this is wot gives you the 
pip,” he said. “’Ere we got three 
lines of trenches, all of em wired up 
so that a rat couldn’t get through 
without scratchin’ hisself to death. 
Fritzie’s got better wire than wot 
we ‘ave an’ more of it. An' e's got 
more machine guns, more artill’ry, 
more shells. They ain’t any little 

old man-killer ever invented wot 

they ‘ave n't got more of than we 
‘ave. An' at ome they're a-sayin’,

I didn’t tell Shorty that I had been, not exactly an 
armchair critic, but at least a barrack room critic in 
England. I had wopdered why British and French 
troops had failed to smash through. A few weeks in 
the trenches gave me a new viewpoint. I could ly 
wonder at the magnificent fighting qualities of soldiers 
who had held their own so effectively against armies 
equipped and armed and munitioned as the Germans 
were. : 

After he had finished drugging his trench pets Shorty 
and I made a tour of the trenches. I was much sur- 
prised at seeing how clean and comfortable they can 
be kept in pleasant summer weather. Men were busily 
at work sweeping up the walks, collecting the rubbish, 
which was put into sandbags hung on pegs at intervals 

4 along the fire trench. At night the refuse was taken

K The fire trench was built in much the same way as 

. those which we had made during our training in En- 
gland. In pattern it was something like a tesselated 
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border. For the space of five yards it ran straight, then 
it turned at right angles around a traverse of solid 
earth six feet square, then straight again for another 
five yards, then around another traverse, and 80 
trroughout the length of the line. Each five-yard seg- 
ment, which is called a “bay,” offered firing room for 
five men. The traverses, of course, were for the pur- 
pose of preventing enfilade fire. They also limited the 
execution which might be done by one shell. Even so 
they were not an unmixed blessing, for they were al-

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But the firing line trench was neither a traffic route 
nor a yromenade. The great bulk of inter-trench busi- 
ness assed through the traveling trench, about 15 
yards in rear of the fire trench and running parallel 
to it. The two were conrected by many passageways, 
the chief difference between them being that the fire 
trench was the business (istrict, while the traveling 
trench wes primarily residertial. Along the latter were 
built most of the dugouts, lavatories and trench kitch- 
ens. The sleeping quarters for the men were not very 
elaborate. Recesses were made in the wall of the 
trench about two feet above the floor. They were not 
more than three feet high, so that one had to crawl in 
Lead first when going to bed. They were partitioned in 
the middle and were supposed to offer accommodation 
for four men, two on each side But, as Shorty said, 
everything depended on the ration allowance. Two men 
who had eaten to repletion could not hope to occupy 
the same apartment. One had a choice of going to bed 
hungry or of eating heartily and sleeping outside on 
the firing-bench.

ter than those of the men.

I said that it all depended on whether one was doing 
the waking or the sleeping, and that, for my part, when 
sleeping, I would lie with my head out. 

“You wouldnt if you belonged to our lot. They'd 
give it to you on the napper just as quick as ’it you on 
the feet. You ain't on to the game, that’s all. Let me 
show you suthin'.“ 

He crept inside and drew his knees up to his chest so 
that his feet were well out of reach. At his suggestion 
I tried to use the active service alarm clock on him, but 
there was not room .enough in which to wield it. My 
feet were tingling from the effect of his blows, and I 
felt that the reputation for resourcefulness of Kitchen- 
er's Mob was at stake. In a moment of inspiration I 
seized my rifle, gave him a dig in the shins with the 
butt, and shouted, Stand to, Shorty!“ He came out 
rubbing his leg ruefully. 

“You got the idea, mate,’ he said. That's just wot 
they does wien you tries to double-cross em by pullin’ 
yer feet in. I ain’t sure w’ere I likes it best, on the 
shins or on the feet.” 

This explanation of the reason for building three- 
sided dugouts,while not, of course, the true one, was 
none the less interesting. And certainly, the task of 
arousing sleeping men for sentry duty was greatly fa- 
cilitated with rows of protruding boot soles “simply 
arskin’ to be it,“ as Shorty put it. 


All of the dugouts for privates and N. C. O.s were of 
equal size and built on the same model, the reason being 
that the walls and floors, which were made of wood, and 
the roofs, which were of corrugated iron, were put to- 
gether in sections at the headquarters of the Royal 
Engineers, who superintended all the work of trench 
construction. The material was brought up at night 
ready to be fitted into excavations. Furthermore, with 
thousands of men to house within a very limited areu, 
space was a most important consideration. There was 
no room foe indulging individual tastes in dugout archi- 
tecture. The roefs were covered with from three to 
four feet of earth, which made them proof against 
shrapnel or shell splinters. In case of a heavy bombard- 
ment with high explosives, the men took shelter in deep 
and narrow “slip trenches.” These were blind alleyways 
leading off from the traveling trench, with room for 
from 10 to 15 men in each. At this part of the line there 
were none of the very deep shellproof shelters, from 15 
to 20 feet Below the surface of the ground, of which I 
had read. Most of the men seemed to be glad of this. 
They preferred taking their chances in an open trench 
during heavy shell fire. 8 

Realists and Romanticists lived side by side in the 
traveling trench. “My Little Gray Home in the West” 
was the modest legend over one apartment. The “Ritz 
Carlton” was next door to “The Rats’ Retreat,” with 
“Vermin Villa“ next door but one. The Suicide Club” 


The victims sat on a 
ration box while the 
barber mowed great 
swaths through tangled 
thatch with a 
pair of close-cut- 
ting clippers. 
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The first-line trenches were con- 
nected with two lines of support or 
reserve trenches built in precisely the 
same fashion, and each heavily wired. 
The communication trenches which 
joined them were from seven to eight 
feet deep and wide enough to permit 
the convenient passage of incoming 
and outgoing troops, and the trans- 
port of the wounded back to the field 
dressing stations. From the last re- 
serve line they wound on backward 
through the fields until troops might 
leave them well out of range of rifle 
fire. Under Shorty’s guidance I saw 
the field dressing stations, the dugouts 
for the reserve ammunition supply 
and the stores of bombs and hand 
grenades, battalion and brigade trench 
headquarters. We wandered from one 
part of the line to another through 
trenches, all of which were kept amaz- 

‘ingly neat and clean. The walls were 
stayed with fine-mesh wire to hold the 
earth in place. The floors were cov- 
ered with board walks carefully laid 
over the drains, which ran along the 
center of the trench and emptied into 
deep wells, built in recesses in the 
walls. I felt very much encouraged 
when I saw the careful provisions for 
sanitation and drainage. On a fine 
June morning it seemed probable that 
living in ditches was not to be so un- 
pleasant as I had imagined it. Shorty 
Ifstened to my comments with a smile. 


“Don’t pat yerself on the back yet 
a w’ile, mate,“ he said. They looks 
right enough now, but wite till you've 
seen em arter a eavy rain.” 

I had this opportunity many times during the summer 
and autumn. A more wretched existence than that of 
soldiering in wet weather could hardly be imagined. The 
walls of the trenches caved in in great masses. The 
drains filled to overflowing, and the trench walks were 
covered deep in mud. After a few hours of rain, dry and 
comfortable trenches became a quagmire, and we were 
kept busy for days afterward repairing the damage. 

As a machine gunner I was particularly interested in 
the construction of the machine-gun emplacements, The 
covered battle positions were very solidly built. The roofs 
were supported with immense logs or steel girders cov- 
ered over with many layers of sandbags. There were 
two carefully concealed loopholes looking out to a flank, 
but none for frontal fire, as this dangerous little weapon 
best enjoys catching troops in enfilade owing to the 
rapidity and the narrow cone of its fire. Its own front 
is protected by the guns on its right and left. At each 
emplacement there was a range chart giving the ranges 
to all parts of the enemy’s trenches, and to every prom- 
inent object both in front of and behind them, within 
its field of fire. When not in use the gun was kept 
motnted and ready for action in the battle position. 

But remember this,“ said Shorty, “you never fires 
from your battle position except in case of attack. 
Wien you goes out at night to ave a little go at Fritzie, 
you always tykes yer gun sommers else. If you don't, 
you'll ’ave Minnie an’ Busy Bertha an' all the rest o' the 
Krupp children comin’ over to see w’ere you. live.“ 

This was a wise precaution, as we were soon to learn 
from experience. Machine guns are objects of special 
interest to the artillery, and the locality from which 
they are fired becomes very unhealthy for some little 
time thereafter. 

We stopped for a moment at “The Mud Larks’ Hair- 
dressing Parlor,” a very important institution if one 
might judge by its patronage. It was housed in a re- 
cess in the wall of the traveling trench, and was open 
to the sky. There I saw the latest fashion in “over- 
sea hair cuts. The victims sat on a ration box while 
the barber mowed great swaths through tangled thatch 
with a pair of close-cutting clippers. But instead of 
making a complete job of it, a thick fringe of hair 
which resembled a misplaced scalping tuft was left 
for decorative purposes, just above the forehead. The 
effect was so grotesque that I had to invent an ex- 
cuse for laughing. It was a lame one, I fear, for Shorty 
looked at me warningly. When we had gone on a little 
way he said: | 

Ain't it a proper beauty parlor? But you got to be 
careful about larfin'. Some o' the blokes thinks that 
‘edge-row is a regular ornament.” 

I had supposed that a daily shave was out of the 
question on the firing-line; but the British Tommy is 
nothing if not resourceful: Although water is scarce
